The  annual  meeting  of  the  mothers' 
union  was  held  yesterday  afternoon  ^t 
Christ  Church  Cathedral  schoolroom, 
the  feature  or  the  proceedings  being 
the  helpful  and  useful  address  given 
the  assembled  mothers  by  tho  Ulshop 
of  Columbia.

As  an  anHatiun  la  going  on  in  <.'an- 
uda  for  the  Improvement  of  the  legal 
status  of  women.  It  Is  interesting  to 
learn  that  the  \\'oman  of  Bwltaerlan^l 
have  been  able  to  nnoure  many  reforms.

LONDON,  .March  23. — Letters  rncelred 
from  the  West  Coast  of  Africa  during  the 
last  few  days  tell  of  a  new"  hope  for  the 
ultimate  conquest  of,  aleoplnv  slckneas.  It 
Is  known  that  one  or  two  of  the  tsetse 
files  carry  the  parasite  (trypanoaome) 
either  from  man  to  man,  or  from  beast  to 
man.  The  attempt  to  remove  the  natives 
from  the  fly  areas,  and  thus  to  protect 
them  from  the  disease,  has  not  been  aito- 
gelher  successful.  Any  attempt  to  kill 
down  the  riles  appears  hopeless.  Recent 
wo.-k.  however,  shows  that  the  guinea 
fowl  finds  the  pupa  of  the  fly  a  tasty  mor- 
sel. Land  that  haa  been  scratched  over 
by  fowls  la  oontplolely  free  from  the  pest. 
In  a  few  weeks  full  details  of  this  new 
hopo  will  ba  published  the  world  over.  If 
the  natives  can  be  persuaded  to  keep  fowls 
It  will  not  only  be  a  source  of  profit  to 
themselves,  but  also  a  protection  agnlnst 
the  assaults  of  the  fly.  Fowls  do  not  har- 
bor the  disease,  and  although  they  have 
maladies  of  their  own  they  are  not  such 
as   attack  .human    beings.
